®*J d intelligence investigations ,£gavised by letter dated- 
8/13/103 that in May, 191*2 the Constitutional Educational League 
started publication of a series of anti-Semitic pro-German 
booklets written by KAMP, who was alleged to maintain close 
association with Nazi agents and was regarded as one of the 
key journalists of the actual 5th column, whom he is supposed 
to be attacking in his pamphlets. 

The records of the United States District Court for 
the District of Columbia, Washington, B.C. reflect that KAMP 
was indicted in the District of Columbia in 19hk. for violating 
Section 192, Title 2, USC.

Another review of the records of the clerk* s office, 
Criminal Division, U e S c District Court for the District of 
Columbia, criminal docket 178850, reflects that an entry 
on the docket dated October 12, 1951 indicated that the 
defendant KAMP made a motion for judgement of acquittal or 
alternative for new trial. On the same date a motion for 
new trial was granted by Judge BURNITA MATTHEWS.

sent word to Judge MATTHEWS that he knew a man resembling' KAMP 
in Brooklyn twenty years ago.

In this speech Representative HOFFMAN denounced a plot to 
suppress the campaign against Communism and promised to 
fight the "Un-American treatment of JOSEPH P. KAMP in the 
interest of justice and fair play, " Representative HOFFMAN 
quoted extensively from KAMP l S letter to the Probation 
Officer, previously mentioned, in this report. 

Representative HOFFMAN'S speech reads in part as 

follows : 

"So that there may be a fair understanding of what 
communistic organizations are attempting to do, let me very 
briefly state the situations 

"The Constitutional Educational League, of which 
Mr, Kamp is an officer, and certain other organizations have,^ 
for many years, been engaged in publishing and circulating 
pamphlets, the prupose of which was to aid in a better 
understanding of constitutional government, to advocate that 
we, as a people and a government, adhere to the principles 
laid down in the Declaation of Independence, the Constitution, 
and the Bill of Rights « 

"There has never, at any time, been any claim that 
the publications of Kamp or the organization which he 
represents, or the books which it sold, violated any State 
or Federal law, or any postal regulation. There never has 
been any claim that those who purchased the pamphlets or 
books "or made contributions, violated any law of State or 
Nation or any postal regulation. 
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"There has never been any claim on the part of those 
who are persecuting Mr, Kamp -attempting to silence him an4 
other individuals or organizations who are engaged in similar 
activities- that the pamphlets published or books sold by 
any of them could not be purchased in the open market, 

"What Kamp'-s persecutors have been attempting to do 
is to secure from him a statement showing the names and 
addresses and the amount paid by all those individuals 
who either purchased the publications or books, or contributed 
to the maintenance of the organization ho represents, 

"Do I hear you say, 'Why, then, is this information 

wanted? i 

"The information is wanted so that the efforts of 
those patriotic Americans who are supporting the attempt to 
maintain constitutional government may have pressure of some 
kind put upon them to discontinue purchasing such pamphlets 
or books, making such contributions to Kamp and others who are 
making a similar effort, in the hope that Kam p and others 
who are attempting to expose communism may be muzzled, ^his 
effort is not new, 

"A similar effort and persecution by the Communists 
broke the health of Martin Dies, drove him from the House 
of Representatives,, Such efforts have for long protected 
individuals like Hiss, Coplon, and many, many others who have 
followed the Communist Party line,"

There is no identifiable information regarding MILDRED 
HALL in the files of the New York Office. 

There are numerous references to LAMBERT FAIRCHILD, 
all of which are dated in the late 1930' s or early 194o»s, and there 
are no pertinent recent references.

For approximately the past twelve to fifteen years, 
JOSEPH KAMP has maintained an office at Room 8l8, 342 Madison 
Avenue, New York, New York, During the 1940 decade, KAMP was 
very active in publishing pamphlets which were of an anti- 
Administration nature and was also active in lecturing and 
similar activities. 
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T-l is aware that? KAMP was often criticized by the 
syndicated columnist WALTER WINCHELL and also that he had 
received a jail sentence for Contempt of Congress, Since 
serving the Jail sentence, KAMP has become less and less active, 
and T-l is of the opinion that KAMP's current activities consist 
mainly of publishing pamphlets which recently have indicated 
interest for Senator JOSEPH H* MCCARTHY, Republican of .. Wisconsin* 

T-l does not believe that the GEL is a membership 
organization, and he does not know the people who are employed 
by KAMP. He believes that KAMP handles the affairs of the CEL 
almost entirely by himself and that he has a very small office 
staff.

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W The Cold War 
V Reaches Lapland 
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Stockholm 

THE news — fronr -Scandinavia in 
the past six months has fea- 
tured a series of sensational Com- 
munist spy trials. All have had one 
thing in common: The defendants' 
assignments took them north of the 
Arctic Circle, to the region common- 
ly known as Lapland. 

Why is this desolate and forbid- 
ding part of the world receiving so 
much attention from Soviet espio- 
nage agencies? Apart from the 
Kir una iron mines in Sweden, Lap- 
land can scarcely be of much eco- 
nomic interest to Moscow. Nor are 
there military installations of any 
importance in northern Sweden, Nor- 
way and Finland. However, Lapland 
is unquestionably one of the poten- 
tially decisive areas in any future 
war. The Scandinavian airline,, .S A. S- 
has just opened regular service over 
the North Pole to Los Angeles — the 
shortest air route from Europe to 
the West Coast of the United States. 

The chief defense of far northern 
Finland, Sweden and Norway is pro- 
vided by Nature. Tanks and motor 
vehicles cannot traverse the vast pine 
forests, and the absence of roads and 
rail lines makes even large-scale use 
of infantry impossible. The Red 
Army learned in the Russo-Finnish 
War of 1939-40 that "only small 
groups of ten to twenty men can 
operate effectively in the northern 
regions, and, even then, the support 
of the local population is often de- 
cisive. It is this population at which 
current Soviet infiltration is aimed. 

The_xevjeIatio^s_a£„tjh^ 
trials painted a fantastic picture: 
"Under cover of the 20-hour winter 
night, fishermen from Kirkenes in 
Norway and peasants from Sala in 

November 8, 1954 



Finland had been crossing into Rus- 
sia - ori their skis, carrying informa- 
tion for waiting MVD officers. Their 
data told merely how the fishing 
families Andersen and Bjarke or the 
peasant families Hukkalainen and 
Leino lived and thought, but some- 
where in the Soviet Union these 
seemingly trivial facts were being 
card-indexed and made the basis for 
political infiltration of Lapland. 

The election results show that these 
Soviet efforts have not been in vain. 
In Norway, the Communists won 
barely 5 per cent of the votes at the 
last election; in the far northern 
province of Finnmark, however, 23 
per cent voted Communist. In Swe- 
den, where the Communists won only 
4.3 per cent of the national vote, they 
registered 17.1 per cent in the north- 
erji^provincje ^o£JNTjQrxi» o tten- And. in . 
Finland, where the powerful Commu- 
nist party captured 21.6 per cent of 
the ballots in last March's election, 
the Communist vote in Lapland was 
even higher. 

Yet, this Communist strength in 
the Far North is not due to Soviet 
efforts alone. Curiously, a more pow- 
erful ally of Communism above the 
Arctic Circle is the physical environ- 
ment. The blanket of snow that cov- 
ers everything for ten months is bad 
enough, but far worse is the terrible 
darkness. The sun is completely be- 
low the horizon for three months out 
of the year and appears . jm arcly -in the 
form of a pale twilight for another 
three. This "long night" causes an 
alternating mood of melancholia and 
rage amo ng the inhabitants which 
Swedish psychiatrists have jnamed 
"Lapp sickness." ^ 

Behind the fishing villages and 
hamlets of northern Norway rise 



bare mountain peaks, and not a trace 
of vegetation is to be seen amid the 
all- enveloping grey-brown stone. In 
Swedish Norrbotten, scrawny birches 
barely sustain life along the shores of 
ice-bound lakes. The vast pine for- 
ests of northern Finland offer tourists 
a vista of quiet charm; but to those 
who live out their lives here 100 or 
150 miles from the nearest human 
habitation^ the long,, xlaxlc winter- 
brings only a feeling of mute rebel- 
lion against the world. Formerly, 
these emotions were channeled into 
a fanatical religiosity, but today it is 
primarily to Communism that the 
Laplanders look for a promised sun- 
light and human companionship. 

The people of the northern regions 
also have more or less realistic rea- 
sons for discontent. To be sure, the 
Swedish iron miners of Kiruna are 
among the best-paid in Europe, and 
many Norwegian fishermen carry 
bankbooks with substantial entries 
along with their Communist-party 
cards. But what arouses justified re- 
sentment is the feeling of neglect. The 
radio, which is often blacked out* 
anyway by the nearby iron deposits 
and the polar storms, never carries 
.programs^ o£ local interest* Postal- 
service is slow, and the movies are 
far away. The mail-order houses of 
Oslo and Helsinki send leftover goods 
of poor quality. And taxes seem to 
bring few benefits to Lapland. 

Another cause of discontent is the 
shortage of women. The girls leave 
northern Sweden at 16 for the South, 
where high-paying jobs and all the 
advantages of city life await them. 
The young men go to less prosperous 
Finland for their brides, but then the 
peasants and forest workers of north- 
ern Finland are left high and dry. 
And whom are the fishermen of 
Norwegian Lapland, on their rocky 
islands, to marry if the girls go off 
to places where they can find movies, 
beauty parlors and human company? 

If the governments of the three 
northern nations dp not awaken to 
the peril, the West may one day find 
a strategic fifth column in the moun- 
tains and forests of Lapland. 
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Joe Kamp Baits Anti-Communists 



Late in August, as dusk was set- 
tling over New York City, a two- 
ton truck stopped at the entrance to 
342 Madison Avenue and unloaded 
seVeraT^thousand copies of a new 
pamphlet by Joseph P. Kamp, 
former Yonkers process-server and 
self-styled anti-Communist pamphle- 
teer. Bearing a "Committee FOR 
McCarthy ism" imprint, it was de- 
signed to harry Frederick E. Wolt- 
man, Pulitzer Prize-winning New 
York World-Telegram, and Sun writer 
who had recently done a masterful 
series on the junior Senator from 
Wisconsin. 

Normally, "The Red Addled 
"Brain' Behind the Scripps-Howard 
SMEAR of Senator Joe McCarthy" 
could be dismissed as a lunatic-fringe 
product incapable of attracting much 
attention. But the feeling against 
Woltman is so strong among Mc- 
Carthyites that even those who con- 
cede the pamphlet's misrepresenta- 
tions and distortions, and who some- 
times repudiate Kamp's brand of 
anti- Communism, are freely circulat- 
ing it. Even more disturbing is the 
fact that Kamp's financial supporters 
read like a Who's Who in American 
Industrial Life. 

Interestingly enough, many dis- 
tributors of the pamphlet are people 
who insist that any "Fifth Amend- 
ment Communist" refusing to comply 
with Congressional committee re- 
quests should be repudiated by his 
employer. Yet, Joe Kamp himself 
was convicted for contempt of Con- 
gress. On June 16, 1950, after a six- 
year legal battle, he began a four-

month sentence imposed by a Federal 
judge in the District of Columbia. 
When a Federal grand jury and a 
Congressional committee queried 
Kamp about his sources of revenue, 
he had refused to talk. 

In his anti-Woltman pamphlet, 
Kamp "reveals" that the Scripps- 
Howard writer was arrested during 
a 1928 Pittsburgh strike which, he 
says, was "Communist-led." The fact 
is that Woltman has never been ar- 
rested at any time. Kamp calls Wolt- 
man, whom Pageant magazine has 
just named (with J. Edgar Hoover, 
Bishop Sheen and others) as one of 
the country's six leading anti-Com- 
munists, "a fake 'anti-Communist.' " 
The pamphlet claims that Woltman 
"joined the faculty of the leading 
Socialist propaganda institution in 
America, the notorious Rand School" 
(which Kamp calls "Red"). What 
actually happened is that Woltman 
delivered a lecture at the Rand 
School in 1948, exposing Communist 
infiltration of American journalism. 
And this is why Kamp accuses him 
of "continuing Red sympathies" ! 

In the course of attacking Wolt- 
man, Kamp also impugns the anti- 
Communism of The New Leader 
and its Executive Editor, S. M. 
Levitas, as well as libeling Boris 
Nicolaevsky, David Dubinsky, Alex 
Rose, Irving Brown, Ignazio Silone, 
Max Ascoli and others who have 
given support to the American Com- 
mittee "for Cultural Freedom. (The 
Committee sponsored the best-selling 
McCarthy and the Communists, by 
James Rorty and Moshe Decter.) 



Obviously, the pamphlet is part of 
a campaign to silence legitimate 
criticism of McCarthy by identifying 
it with pro -Communist attacks on the 
Senator. For example, Kamp has 
offered $10,000 to "Americans for 
Democratic Action, the Ford Motor 
Company, the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, or to any other organ- 
ization which directly or indirectly 
is supporting or has supported Com- 
munist, pro-Communist or. other sub- 
versive individuals, groups, policies 
or programs [italics mine — W. K. L.] 
if anybody can prove that one single 
person has been falsely accused by 
Senator Joe McCarthy of being a 
Communist or pro-Communist when 
such person had never been involved 
in any way in the Communist con- 
spiracy to overthrow the Govern- 
ment." 

As soon as he made this offer, 
Kamp started on a new venture, the 
publication of a periodical called 
Headlines, which ^ like the anti- 
Woltman pamphlet, illustrates his 
mastery of the half-truth and 
the brazen innuendo. For example, 
Kamp attacks^ - radio commentator 
Barry Gray, a staunch anti-Mc- 
Carthy ite, calling him "a hatchet- 
man for the [B'nai Briih] Anti- 
Defamation League, which collab- 
orated with the Golos-Bentley Soviet 
spy ring. . . ." 

In a publicity campaign aimed at 
his Big Business list, Kamp em- 
broidered his "achievements" in lush 
language. He neglected to point out, 
however, that the Nazi propaganda 
organ Welt-Dienst found the material

-of his old Constitutional Educational 
League worthy of the highest com- 
mendation and there is no record of 

his repudiating this praise. Head- 
lines is more of the same. In its 
"April 5 issue, Kajrnp employs the old 
Goebbels trick of citing the "or- 
iginal" names of two Jewish ad- 
visers of President Eisenhower, and 
then accuses them of organizing a 
conspiracy against McCarthy. Of 
course, Kamp publicly denies that he 
is anti-Semitic and insists that the 
Communists are trying to pin that 
label on him. But he refused to 
answer a written question concern- 



ing his private anti-Semitic utter- 
ances, as well as written queries 
about his anti-Woltman pamphlet 
and other publications. 

It is surprising that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, or a Con- 
gressional committee concerned with 
internal security, has nqt asked Kamp 
where he obtains his information. 
For some time now, he has been 
freely quoting from what he alleges 
to be genuine FBI "secret files" on 
Communists. Headlines refers to an 
FBI report on a former Truman 
aide's connection with the Canadian 
spy ring. 



Meanwhile, "The Red Addled 
'Brain' Behind the Scripps-Howard 
SMEAR of Senator Joe McCarthy" 
has become the ' source of such an 
extensive whispering campaign 
against Woltman that it is hard to 
say whether one "respectable" New 
York columnist used the anti-Wolt- 
man material before or after Kamp 
published his opus. And, although 
Woltman continues his expert ex- 
posures of Communists in the 
Scripps-Howard press, the pamphlet 
by a "Fifth Amendment McCarthy- 
ite" continues to be a back-alley 
best-seller. - f ' —

1944.

Yesterday JBrfFinzel, who is with the Senate Post Office 
and Civil Service Committee, indicated that Joseph P. Kamp had been 
cited for contempt by some Congressional committee a few years back for 9 ^ 
failure to furnish the committee with a list of contributors to the Consfitutional 
Educational League. He stated that he would like to be advised if possible which 
Congressional committee this individual had appeared before, ^J^?^ 

I subsequently advised him that Kamp had been cited by the 
House Select Committee Investigating Lobbying Activities in 1950 for failure 
to furnish the committee the names of the people who had contributed money 
to the Constitutional Educational League; that Kamp had subsequently been tried 
by the U. S. District Court for the District of Columbia and was convicted on 
July 12, 1951, and was sentenced to four months. I suggested he check the 
court records, however, since it was believed that Kamp had finally taken the 
matter up on appeal and had beaten this charge on the basis that one of the jurors 
was prejudiced. 

Finzel indicated that he was interested in this information since 
the Senate Subcommittee on Elections and Privileges of the Senate Rules 
Committee was apparently looking into some of Kamp's present activities on^ 
the West Coast.

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"WE DO NOT BELIEVE IN GOD" 
. . . said Welter Reuther 

a concise critical commentary 
by Joseph P. Kamp 

Over the years many atheists have announced 
their disbelief in God on many occasions and such 
persons and their Godless views have rightly been 
ignored as unworthy of notice. But Waiter Reu- 
ther, who made the above statement, deserves and 
demands the serious attention of all American 
Christians because he plans to rule Christian 
America ... and he is making dangerous progress 
in that direction. 

Alert Christians should be warned about Waiter 
Reuther. They must learn more about him and 
his activities and purposes, particularly because be 
has succeeded in advancing himself toward his 
goal in recent years by associating himself with 
Christian, or so-called Christian movements and 
institutions from which he has received both co- 
operation and honors, which have added to his 
power and prestige. 

In other words, Walter Reuther has used 
and is using the Christian religion as a means 
of promoting his Godless philosophy of Marx- 
ism, and to achieve his ultimate goal— the cre- 
ation of a Socialist Soviet America. 

Walter Reuther is dangerous because he is pow- 
er! si. He us powerful because he has won the 
support and cooperation not only of numerous 
subversive and un-American elements, but also 
of unsuspecting and gullible Americans of unim- 
peachable loyalty who have been misled by his 
guile, his propaganda and his press agentry. 

Walter Reuther is the most powerful union boss 
in the American labor movement today because 
he js president of the largest union in the APL- 
CIO and because he heads and controls a bloc of 
CIQ unions which constitute a majority of the 
AFL-CIO membership. 

Walter Reuther is also the most powerful and 
most influential leader in the Democratic Party 
hecause his old ClO-Politica! Action Committee 
apparatus controls the political activities of Big 
Labor; because he has millions of dollars of union 
funds to spend for political purposes; because he 
owns the Democratic Party of Michigan; because 
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he is a major power in the Democratic Party in 
Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin; because he is an 
important political factor in many other states 
where his CIO unions have massive memberships, 
and because he speaks for the Socialist Americans 
for Democratic Action, the Socialist League for 
Industrial Democracy, the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People, the 
United World Federalists and numerous other one- 
world and left wing movements. 

Labor columnist Victor Riesel and political ex- 
perts generally credit Walter Reuther with the 
election of a Democratic Congress in 1956 in the 
face of the Eisenhower landslide. 

This year he is still more powerful. Right now, 
more than two years befere the Democratic con- 
vention, it is freely acknowledged in high party 
circles that no candidate for the Presidency can 
get the Democratic nomination in I960 without 
the blessing of Walter Reuther. 

Accordingly, Walter Reuther proposes to 
rule America by bringing about the election of 
a Reuther-dominated Congress this year, and 
by nominating and electing a Reuther^dom 
inated President in I960. 

This would mean the end of our Constitu- 
tional Republic. It would mark the beginning 
of a Socialist Labor Dictatorship, 

Under these circumstances, the American people 
should know at least some of the facts, if not 
the whole truth about Walter Reuther. 

Reuther's Red Background 

Reuther's father and grandfather were Socialists. 
A friendly biographer writes that he got a daily 
dose of Marxism in his early years. His boyhood 
hero was Eugene V. Debs, the leading Red revolu- 
tionary of his day, whom Reuther visited in prison. 

He organized his first Red movement while 
going to school — a branch of the Socialist League 
for Industrial Democracy. He got his first taste of 
political action in 1932 when he campaigned for 
Norman Thomas who was running far the Presi- 
dency on die Socialist ticket. 

Then Reuther went to work for Ford where he 
joined and became an organizer for a Communist 
union . . . and was promptly fired. By this time 
he had become such an ardent pro-Communist 
t htt, along with his brother Victor, he went off to 
Moscow to worship at the fountainhead of atheistic 
Crvrwr mnim The Reuther brother* spent IS 
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months in Red Russia, working, teaching, and 
studying Communist techniques of agitation and 
propaganda. They became so enthusiastic over 
what they found in the Soviet "paradise" that 
they wrote friends in Detroit: 

"Carry on the fight for a Soviet America/* 

When the Reuther brothers returned home 
they worked hand-in-glove with American Com- 
munists. One of their first chores was to help 
amalgamate the Socialist and Communist youth 
movements into the Communist-front American 
Student Union, which offered American young 
people free trips to Russia. Then Victor went to 
Mena, Arkansas, to become an instructor at Com- 
munist Commonwealth College. At the same time, 
Walter began to organize the auto workers and 
on every occasion he sang the praises of Soviet 
Communism far and wide. 

At one public meeting at the Masonic Temple 
in Flint, Michigan, March 18, 1936, Walter Reu- 
ther gave a glowing account of his pilgrimage to 
Moscow, lauding the Soviet Union with fervent 
enthusiasm. In response to a question about re- 
ligion in Russia, he said: M We (including himself 
as a Soviet proletarian) do not believe in God, 
but that Man is God." 

Next, Walter Reuther turned up as the leader 
of the notorious Michigan sit-down strikes in 
which the Communists played the leading role. 
These strikes were no more nor less than lawless 
insurrections involving bloody violence, rioting, 
the wholesale destruction of property, the open 
defiance of law-enforcing officials, and the con- 
temptuous disregard of Court orders. 

During this period Walter Reuther was in ac- 
tive collaboration with top Communists, including 
William Z. Foster, then and now chairman of the 
Communist Party. 

This is the background of the man who plans 
to rule a Socialist America . . . who plans to reach 
his goal with the help of many good but unsus- 
pecting Christian people. 

How Walter Reuther bored-within the Christian 
community and the results he achieved is an in- 
teresting story. Space limitations hold this ac- 
count to just a few highlights. 

Soon after Reuther became head of the CIO he 
began to woo the Christian clergy by extending 
an invitation to the left wing National Council 
of Churches to send a delegation of ministers to 
attend CIO conventions M to hear its speakers and 
get acquainted with its leaders." Such delegations 
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have been in attendance at CIO conventions each 
year ever since then. 

This Reuther idea paid off almost immediately 
for in February, 1950, both Waiter Reuther and 
his brother Victor were invited to the Federal 
Council's second National Study Conference on 
the Church and Economic Life attended by 450 
ministers and laymen from 37 states. One of the 
principal speakers, Walter made a rousing appeal 
well sprinkled with Marxist philosophy. 

Then Victor led a study group of 210 ministers 
and laymen on the subject: "Freedom of Enter 
prise and Social Controls," which concluded char 
what this country needed was Jess "free enterprise' 
and more "social controls." Said the report which 
was adopted: "We seek the use of a price system 
which has been strengthened . . . through various 
social controls . . . We cannot talk realistically in 
terms of restoring an unregulated, competitive 
price system in America." 

Also approved was the Reuther-blessed Karl 
Marx confiscatory share- the- wealth tax formula 
for making everybody poorer, especially the rich: 
"We recognize that the extensive use of taxa 
Hon to reduce inequalities that now exist is a 
desirable procedure from an economic and 
Christian perspective" 

Reuther's collaboration became so close that on 
November 10, 1952, he wrote a letter on the sta- 
tionery of the National Council of Churches to 
all CIO unions commending the Council for its 
Labor Sunday Message which opposed universal 
military training and denounced "the attempt to 
enforce conformity or to silence people by char- 
acter assassination, guilt by association, or the use 
of unfounded charges,*' the Communist Party line. 
He then asked that each international and local 
■union send in contributions up to $500 "payable 
to the National Council of Churches." 

During this period the National Council was 
headed by Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, who was 
notorious for his numerous affiliations with Com- 
munist fronts and enterprises. 

Two years later, in 1954, Reuther prevailed 
upon the CUCs Philip Murray Memorial Foun- 
dation to contribute $200,000 to the National 
Council of Churches, the check for which he 
presented in person. 

While Walter Reuther succeeded in getting the 
wholehearted cooperation of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches, whose ideas about Socialism and 
Soviet Russia matched his own, the attempt of 



his CIO Political Action Committee (PAC) to 
"use" the churches for political and Red propa- 
ganda purposes was not so successful in other quar- 
ters^ The Federated Legislative Committee (com- 
prising church groups) denounced PAC for at- 
tempting "to use the church for its own political 
ends." 

Bishop Grant D. Batorf, of the United Brethren 
Church in Christ, Committee Chairman, made 
public a resolution which declared: 

"The Political Action Committee has the ef- 
frontery to insult the church by telling it what 
1 should be its program, even to suggesting a 
creed which leaves God out and makes no 
mention of Christ, but instead is in substance 
nothing but the bitter pill of Communism 
with a little sugar coating. 

"We cannot work with a group claiming 
to represent labor when it is contrary to our 
Christian faith, our American form of govern- 
ment, and in the last analysis harmful to the 
working man himself." 

Notwithstanding such strong criticism Reuther 
and his Red-tinged aides have succeeded in getting \ 
the support and cooperation of clergymen of all 
faiths in organizing efforts, in strikes and in 
various propaganda ventures. What happens when 
self-respecting clergymen refuse to be used as 
stooges of the union was evidenced during the Mc- 
Clellan hearings this spring. 

s 

Ministers and Priests Denounced 

It developed that a 6 ft, Wl in., 230-pound 
Reuther goon at Kohler, Wisconsin, had slugged 
a pint-sized non-striker into unconsciousness and 
as he lay on the ground had kicked him unmerci- 
fully, breaking four ribs and puncturing his lung. 
The thug was arrested, convicted and sentenced to 
2 years in the penetentiary. Then Reuther's chief 
aide, Emil Mazey, attacked the Judge who pre- 
sided at the trial and organized a boycott of a 
chain of stores in which the Judge had a financial 
interest 

At this point eight Catholic priests and ten 
Protestant ministers signed separate statements 
criticizing the union's action and defending the 
Court, When asked to comment on this rebuke 
by the clergy, Mazey told the McCleilan Com- 
mittee: In my opinion the company controlled 
the clergy." 

In otter amazement, Senator Curtis wanted to- 
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know: "Which individuals are you saying are not 
men of integrity?" Mazey answered: "All of 

In a telegram to Mazey, one of the ministers, 
Rev. T. Perry Jones of the First Methodist Church 
of Sheboygan, Wis., pointed out that he and 
other ministers had attended many meetings with 
the union and put in hours of labor "in an attempt 
to find an area of usefulness," but "because we 
did not follow the leadership of the union we 
were castigated for months in the daily strike 
bulletins and by inference accused of cowardice 
. . . We were expected to support every word and 
every technique used by the union. When the 
clergy turned away from this snide invitation to be 
spokesmen for the union, then we were accused 
of being spokesmen for the Kohler Co." 

Honored by Red 'Religious' Outfit 

Some two years ago when the CIO combined 
with the AFL to form Big Labor, Walter Reuther 
rushed from the convention hall to a nearby hotel 
to accept an "award" from the National Religion 
and Labor Foundation, The incident received good 
newspaper notices and no doubt many people got 
the false impression that Walter Reuther was be- 
ing honored for some outstanding contribution in 
the realm of religion. 

But this was just another publicity gimmick to 
enhance the prestige of Mr. Reuther and give him 
a little religious coloration to cover up his Red 
record. It was easily arranged because Walter Reu- 
ther was a member of the executive board of the 
National Religion and Labor Foundation, which 
was organized and headed originally by the late 
communist Sidney Hiliman. Its officers, commit- 
teemen and staff from the very beginning were 
almost exclusively Communists, Socialists and Red 
fellow-travelers. 

One of its executive committeemen was Abra- 
ham J. Muste who headed the Trotskyite Com- 
munists. Claude Williams, director of Commun- 
ist Commonwealth College, who organized the 
People's Institute of Applied Religion, dted as \ 
"subversive and Communist" by the FBI and called 
"one of the most vidous Communist organizations 
ever set up in this country" by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, was "associate director" 
of a Foundation seminar. One of its field secretar- 
. ies, Arnold Johnson, was head of the Communist 
Party in Ohio, and was twice a candidate for Gov- 
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crnor on the Communist Party ticket. Its two ex- 
executive secretaries, Rev. Francis Henson and 
Rev. Charles C Webber, had previously been 
secretaries of the American League Against War 
and Fascism, the Communists' leading and largest 
front movement. 

The Foundation won much notoriety, a few 
years back, by publishing on the cover of its official 
organ, Economic Justice, a WANTED circular

JESUS CHRIST 
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which pictured Jesus Christ as an escaped criminal 
and implied by its text that every Cornrnunist ag- 
itator was akin to Christ This obnoxious and pro- 
fane illustration is reproduced herewith. 

In explaining the Foundation's program, Rev. 
Webber, told a conference of Middle Atlantic 
seminary students: 

"The missionary of tomorrow will show the 
workers how they can bring about the aboli- 
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tton of capitalism ... He will sustain the work- 
ers in their efforts by picketing with strikers 
... He will assist in establishing labor colleges 
where the contribution of Soviet Russia in her 
attempt to establish a new social order will 
be discussed." 

Rev. Webber then joined Reuther in the QO 
and became head of both the state CIO council 
and director of PAC in Virginia. He also followed 
his own advice and was a founder and staff mem- 
ber of Highlander Folk School at Monteagle, 
Term,, where QO organizers were trained. The 
Nashville Tennessean, a leading Southern news- 
paper, described this school as "a center, if not 
the center for the spreading of Communist 
doctrine in thirteen Southeastern states." 

One of the instructors at Highlander Folk School 
was Joseph Gaer, publications director for QO- 
PAC, who conducted a class in the use of publicity. 
Gaer, whose real name is Fishman, was formerly 
chief functionary of the Communist Party's Agit- 
prop — the agitation and propaganda department. 

Prostituting God's Word 

When Walter Reuther joined the Religion and 
Labor Foundation board, another leading member 
was Rev. Kermit Eby who was also GO Director 
of Education and Research. In this latter capacity 
Eby supplied CIO organizers with a comic-book 
type propaganda document entitled "The Bibk 
and the Working Man" which attempted to put 
the seal of God's approval" on the QO. Accord- 
ing to this fantastic version of biblical history, 
back in Old Testament days, God was just another 
Walter Reuther. This irreligious booklet ex- 
plained, with pictures, that — 

"God asked Moses to organize the starved 
and overworked people against the Pharoah 
. . . The Pharoah ordered the workers to make 
bricks without straw ... a real speedup ... By 
a series of plagues God frightened the Pharoah 
into negotiating . . . but he did not bargain in 
good faith . . . He'd start contract negotiations 
but drop them as soon as each plague ended . . . 
Finally God chose Moses to lead the greatest 
strike and walk-out in history when 600,000 
Israelites left Egypt" 

The CIO's biblical expert knew so litde about 
the Bible that he could not even spell Pharaoh. 

Recently, Reuther's UAW published n An Open 
Letter of Truth to the White People of Missis- 
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sippi" in a 27-page pamphlet which is being 
widely distributed in the South among religious 
people, which accounts for the extravagant use of 
religious terminology. One paragraph reads: _ 

"Senator Eastland knows that if the anti-union 
and anti-Negro smoke screen could be blown ^ 
away, enlightened white working men, landless 
small farmers and fully enfranchised negroes would 
rock to its foundations his political temple. This 
would break his slaveholders grip and remove his 
crown of thorns' from the black and white heads 
of the poor people of Mississippi " 

Waiter Reuther's press agents have made much 
about the honors that have been conferred on him 
especially by some leading Christian educational 
institutions. They want to give the impression that 
Mr. Reuther is a renowned scholar whose emin- 
ence in the realm of political science, economics, 
religion and ethics merits extraordinary aca- 
demic recognition. 

Actually, although the public may be fooled, 
these honors signify nothing more than that Wai- 
ter Reuther is a clever, conniving and powerful 
promoter in his own interest. 

It is not difficult to guess why he was made a 
Doctor of Laws by Wayne University in his home 
city of Detroit where his power is abundant and 
his political control is absolute. 

And it is not hard to explain how Wilberforce 
University, a Methodist institution, was prevailed 
upon to confer a degree on Walter Reuther as a 
Doctor of Humanities. After ail, this is a Negro 
institution and Mr. Reuther is a member of the 
board of directors of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People to which he 
has donated as much as $75,000 at a time from 
his union's funds. 

Waiter Reuther has also been honored by Bos- 
ton University, which conferred an honorary de- 
gree as Doctor of Laws. Why this conservative in- 
stitution, one of the leading and largest Christian 
universities in the United States, selected an ex- 
treme radical like Reuther for this honor is some- 
what a mystery, especially since it did not dare 
refer to him as a Christian in its citation but ex- 
pediently described him as "a man who knows 
both intellectually and experimentally (whatever 
that means) the Christian ideals of America." 

It could be, of course, that Reuther's friend Bis- 
hop G. Bromley Oxnam, who was head of the Uni- 
versity's Development Board, remembered Reu- 
ther's largess to his National Council of Churches, 
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and this might have had something to do with it 

But it defies explanation as to how it came about 
that Reuther was honored with the appointment 
as Gaston Lecturer at Georgetown University, a 
leading Catholic institutioa Or why he was hon- 
ored by Catholic St. Mary's College in California 
which also made him an honorary Doctor of Laws. 

In conferring these honors both institutions ap- 
parently ignored the Papal Encyclicals of Pope Leo 
XIII, who warned' against Marxism, Communism 
and Socialism in whatever forms, and Pope Pius 
XI, who declared "The doctrine of modern Com- 
munism ... is in substance based on the principles 
of dialectical and historical materialism previously 
advocated by Marx . . . Communism is intrinsic- 
ally wrong, and no one who wouhl save Chris- 
tian civilization may collaborate with it in any 
undertaking whatsoever** 

Yet, Walter Reuther was honored by these 
Catholic institutions although he has devoted a 
lifetime to advancing the cause of Marxism, So- 
cialism and Communism, and he is still working 
hard to bring Socialism to America, 

What makes these honors from Catholic institu- 
tions almost inconceivable is the fact that after 
his return from Red Russia, Walter Reuther, along 
with Anna Louise Strong, editor of the Moscow 
Daily News, spoke at a series of fund raising rallies 
for the support of the Red Front in Spain which 
was then engaged in murdering Catholic priests 
and other religious persons. 

Perhaps these educational institutions should 
not be blamed too much for "honoring" a charac- 
ter of such ill repute because it is obvious that 
they have been bamboozled and victimized by 
Reuther's flair for self-glorification. 

In any event, it is grimly ironic that Walter 
Reuther, who has probably been responsible 
for more lawlessness than any other individual 
in the history of America, should be honored 
with degrees as a Doctor of Laws. 

Reuther Not a Christian 

In the final paragraph of his friendly biography 
of Walter Reuther, Paul F. Douglass writes: "Al- 
though Reuther takes no active part in organized 
religion, he is widely recognized, by the Protestant 
churches in particular, as a Christian liberal Per- 
sonally, he finds his satisfying fellowship within 
the corporate structure of the UAW-QO where 
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men and women, as in the church, call one an- 
other 'brother* and 'sisterV* 

In other words, since Walter Reuther has no 
religion and cannot be called a Christian, he i* 
"recognized" as a "Christian liberal'*— because his 
fellow unioneers call each other "brother and 
"sister", as in the church. 

Mr. Douglas could have added with much more 
truth, that because Walter Reuther takes an active 
part in promoting the religion of Godless Marx- 
ism, he 13 widely recognized as a Socialist Red. 

And Mr. Douglas should have said further, 
quoting from the Reuther letter from Moscow, 
that Walter Reuther found satisfying fellowship 
within anti-religious Red Russia where he called 
his fellow-proletarians "comrades" and where the 
jupcrintendent in the Soviet auto factory greeted 
him with a hearty "Hello' Comrade!'* 

When Walter Reuther told his questioner at 
Flint that "We do not believe in God, but that man 
is God" he was not only expressing his own belief 
m the Gospel of Marx and the attitude of the 
Russian Communists toward religion; he was also 
stating the creed of American Communists such 
as the Negro poet Langston Hughes, who was 
a member of Walter Reuther's QOPAQ and 
who wrote: 

Listen Christ, 

You did alright in your day, I recon* — 
But that day's gone now. 
Good by, 

Christ Jesus, Lord, God Jehovah, 

Beat it on away from here now. 

Make way for a new guy with no religion 

at all — 
A real guy named 

Marx Communist, Lenin Peasant, Stalin 

Worker, ME — 
I said Me! 
Go ahead on now, 

You're getting in the way of things, Lord. 

And please take Saint Ghandi with you 
when you go. 

And Saint Pope Pius, 

And Saint Aimee McPherson, 

And big black Saint Becton of the Con- 
secrated Dime. 

And step on the gas, Christ! 

Move! 

Don't be so slow about movin' 
The world is mine from now on — 
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If the forces of Godless Communism are event- 
ually to be vanquished, the American people must 
first make certain that in I960 Walter Reuther will 
not be able to say: 

Listen Christians, 

You did alright in your day, I recon* — 
But that day's gone now. 
Beat it on away from here now 
Move! 

Don't be so slow about movin M . 
America is mine from now on —

and controls the State of Michigan, which is now 
suffering from an economic catastrophe.
